The BmiU of fcufciand.— Full Advice*, by 
lUe Vauderbil; aud Africa. 

At a late hour yesterday afternoon the commer- 
cial BttbHc received the news that the Bank C lar- 
t.-act had been I upended The banks is thus al 
lowed bv tpy "rnment . .-- »n excess of notes 
ii<-i defined in value, and a promt**- is given that 
a bill oi lodennily will be introduced in the next 
session of Pailiauient to free the hank from the 
consequences ot its conduct, should it bo lieccs 
gan to take advantage of the permission of gov 
ernment. On the merits of this step we will say 

bat little. 

I: m iv be consistent witli the maxims of politi 
cal economy to regulate the issue of notes during 
ordinary times, and thus to el eck rash specula- 
tion and the embarkation in bu incss of men dee 
titute of capital, while when an actual dearth of 
moiit-v prevails the chief banking institution of 
the country may be allowed to extend its issue of 
n ites under a public ^uurarilee. But if such is 
to he the principle of our monetary system, the 
sooner it is embodied into a law the better. If 
the hank is to exceed its legal issue of notes as 
obeu a- its rate of d'scoum is necessarily raised 
above a certain point, then an act of Parliament 
should establish the practice on sound and intel- 
ligible principles. The commercial interests of 
the country should uot be euhjected to a sy>uin 
by which a law is obeyed as long as obedience is 
easy, aud temporarily .-wept away as often as 
pressure or panic supervenes. The houses which 
in 184? ;«'.d 1 391 h ive stopped payment, before 
the relaxut: M of the law, may well complain 
that, while they have been crushed by the opera 
tions of the Bank Charter act, others not more 
solvent or of higher standing than, themselves 
h .ve been saved by the suspension of it. V.'heth 
er the bank avails itself of the privileges accord- 
ed to it or not, the invasion of the law the same, 
and those who, trusting to its inviolability, pru- 
dently suspended their payment?, now find them- 
selves placed at a disadvantage in respect to those 

whom boldness or good fortune encouraged to 

bold ou a day or two longer. 

We can well imagine that only the representa 

tion that great commercial calamities wcr r : about 

to take place ha* I •tcimiiicd the government to 

act so potd a pait.

From the National Intelligencer. 
The Sepoys at our own Doors. 

Recent events already narrated in our own 
columns, together with the extraordinary official 
papers which appear in to day's Intelligencer, 
conspire Is give to our relations with the authori- 
ties and inhabitants of Utah a gravity which na- 
turally enlist the serious attention of the Federal 
Government. The elements of social corruption 
which have so long been festering in that remote 
region, to the offence aud reproach of our civiliza 
tion are now complicated with overt acts of hos 
tility and treason to the Federal power, which 
call for measures as prompt as they should be 
energetic in vindication of the national honor 
and the national authority. We can no longer 
disguise from ourselves the unwelcome fact that 
we too have our India and our "Sepoy" insur- 
gents, 6ince, whethei we regard the remote and 
inaccessible position of the Salt Lake Territory 
or the sanguinary and brutal instinct of these 
modern Sodoraiu' , we are left to find points 
rather of companion than of contrast between 
our threatened relations to Utah and those which 
alre idv exist between great Britain and her East 
Indian proviuces. 

The attentive readers of this journal will not 
have forgotten that in the month of April last an 
intelligent correspondent, "Verastus,'' who wrote 
from personal observation and knowledge of the 
state of public affairs and tone of public seuti 
ment in Utah, while disclosing the ambitious de 
signs, predicted also the hostile disposition which 
the Mormons would display at the first alt. in; t 
of the Federal Government to reassert and es- 
tablish its authority in that distant Territory. If 
M the time it mav have seemed to require a stretch 
of credulity to confide in revelations which dis- 
closed in tliat community and organized system 
of vice and U rrorism, the recent eonductof these 
l.'tah "Sepoys" and the official manifestoes of 
their Nena Sahib would seem ample to confirm 
the accuracy of the information on which these 
predictions were founded; and, if we may trust 
the representations of other well informed writers, 
the warlike resources of these desperate fanatics 
in addition to the natural defenses of their po- 
sition) are hardly less than the relentless hospi- 
tality with which they seem determined to em- 
ploy agaiust the Federal authority. 

In the face of hostile measures so summary as 
those involved in the destruction of a portion of 
the military stores designed for the United States 
Ann in Utah, and in view of the revolutionary 
proclamation of Brigham Young, which we print 
to day. and of which we may say the audacity is 
only equaled by the determined contumacy it por- 
taasl*, the country is forbidden any longer to hope 
that the abominations of Mormonism, now that 
they are aggravated by open incivism, can be 
safely left to "work their own cure," as it has 
been heretofore common to express the belief. In 



•Cov. Foote'a Speech. 

We clip the following from the 
Whip of last Saturday: 

As our readers are already aware, Governor 

Foote addressed a large audienc. a: the court 
house ou Thursday night last. In po ; nt of ra 
cine?s, wit aud satire, the speech was fun., equal 
to those of former times and was frequently inter 
rupted by the plaudits of the audience. We 
were pleased to heur him announce that he had 
not abandoned the principles of the American 
party, but was supporting the administration on 
account of its conservative course in opposition 
to sectionalism of all kinds whether of the North 
or of the South. He paid a noble tribute to Mr. 
Fillmore, while his invective fell burning aud 
withering on the imbecile administration of 
Mr. Pierce. The Governor is as strongly imbu- 
ed as ever with love of the Union aud hatred 
of secessionism, and spoke enthusiastically 
of the future political prospects of the coun- 
try. 

We could not agree with the Governer in all 
his positions in reference to Walker and Kansas, 
tho' he is unquestionably right in asserting that 
if blame is to be attached anywhere for what has 
been done, it should be to the President and not 
Mr Walker, who, he asserts and proves, has but 
carried out the views aud policy of the adminis 
trati 

For ourselves we have regarded the "great 
principles of the Kansas-Nebraska bill," as they 
have been pleasantly called by its advocates, a 
most mischievous humbug, intended to delude the 
South by ;i shadowy appearance of justice, while 
tU substantial benefit was to be reaped by the 
North The result has already realized our anti- 
cipations, for the last hope of Kansas as a free 
State has gone, and under the opeiation of the 
squatter-sovereignty doctrine, five additional free 
States will ere long be asking admission into the 
Union. This result, doubtless, was in view from 
the first with the originators of the scheme, and 
the pretended repeal of the Missouri compromise 
was a meie tub thrown out. for the amusement of 
the Southern whale In this respect then, the 
admini.-tr.aion and Mr. Walker are no more to 
blame thr.n the rest of the party of which they 
are members, and so far Governor Foote's vindi 
cation of thorn is just and complete. We regret 
that our limits do net permit us to follow the Gov- 
ernor through his able and interesting effort. For

|The Disturbance in President Buehau- 
an% Office— The Impatient and luso.

Washincto*, Nov. 24.

vate Secretary: 

Tue Attorney General at the same moment 
came in and attempted to appease Sherman, but 
with so little success that the latter warned him 
against interference A police officer was bent 
lor, but before he came the indignart attorney 
had retired, threatening to renew his visit this 
morning; bu: the President has not ordered the 
access to the place to be barricaded.

As these notes are a legal tender for all debts 
in the United Kingdom, it answers, except for 
export, the same purpose as gold. It is very 
doubtful if the bank will need to avail of this 
privilege The fact that the notes can be obtain- 
ed upon Exchequer bills and other prime securi- 
ties will qriet the excitement, limit the demand, 
and tend at once to restore confidence.

Valuable Law. — In the cate of the young Cuban 
Cueva, convicted in one oi the courts of Brook 
lyn a few davs since of the man slaughter of Os- 
car de Grandval, the Judge of the Court laid 
down in his charge a very valuable principle of 
law. one that has always been recognized as of 
undoubted authority, but which is seldom acted 
upon, though in these davs when the practice of 
carrying deadly weapons has become almost uni 
versa!, its application is greatly needed. The 
facts of the ca>e were simply these. A quarrel 
had occurred between the youn^ -Tvn in the after- 
noon; in the evening Cueva intercepted Grand 
v ;il and commenced an assault upon him; in the 
affray a pistol, which Cueva was in the habit of 
carrying in a belt at his side, was discharged and 
Grandval shot through the head. The defense 
contended that the discharge of the pistol was ac 
cidental, caused by the fall of both parties, whilst 
clinched, to the ground. In view of this theory 
the law was laid down: "If," said the Judge, 
"Cueva commenced the assault, inteuding only 
to use the cane, and in the scuffle set on foot by 
himself the loaded pistol which he had upon his 
person accidentally exploded and caused death, 
he was guilty of man-slaughter, because the death 
resulted from his attempted executiou of un un- 
lawful act." This is the law that we need strict 
ly administered in every case wherein deadly 
weapons are used. A person who thus armed 
jrets into a conflict must be prepared to stand all

tion: 'Sec. — . Persons lawfully held as slaves in 
any State, Territory or district of the United 
Btatait under the laws thereof, may be brought 
iuto this State, una suc'u slave- and their decend- 
auts m iv be held as slaves within this State, and 
shall not be emancipated w ithout the consent of 
their owners.' And if a majority of such votes 
shall be given against slavery, then the foregoing 
section shall be added to the Bill of Righu, and 
shall be a part of this constitution:' Sec. -. There 
shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servi 
tnde in this state, otherwise than as a putiish 
ment lor crime, whereof the party shall have been 
duly convicted.'

Emily at her house, but did not find the boy. Af- 
ter the arrest was made this woman requested 
permission to go into another room, for tiie pur 
pose of dressing for the joumev, which was 
granted, of course, the officer remaining in the 
outer room. After waiting a long time for the 
rc-appcarance of iiis prisoner, the officer entered 
the room and found it empty. On examination 
be discovered a trap door leading to an under- 
ground passage, and following it out emerged 
iuto daylight again a short distance from the 
house. The woman had some fifteen minutes 
the start of the officer, but the latter came up with 
her about two miles distant, and again took her 
into custody, and returned to the city on Thurs 
day.

Kaiisus Convention vs. the Kansas Peo- 
ple. 

The ultra Democrats of the South are placed 
in a truly awkward position. During the last 
Presidential election they boasted of the Kansas 
bill as a Democratic measure, and called upon 
all Southern men to support it as an act especial 
!y favorable to the South, and by means of which 
alone slavery could be introduced into Kan.~.i-\ 
They lauded its justice and fairness because it 
gave to ihepeople of Kansas the right to say wheth- 
er slavery should or should not become an institu 
tion of the Territory or new State, and Democratic 
to Southern hearers that i f the 
to decide there would be 
some chance of making Kansas a slave State— 
and all this in face of the fact which they 
then knew, and which has since become evident 
to their deluded followers, that if the people of 
Kl|W are permitted to determine the matter 
there is not the slightest shadow of a shade of a 
ghos* of a chance that Kansas will ever come in- 
to the Union w ith a Constitution protecting slave- 
rv. But, deeming themselves committed to the 
task of making a slave State out of Kansas, they 
have turned against their former favorite doc- 
trine of popular sovereignty, and now most loud- 
ly and vehemently inveigh against the people of 
Kansas having any vote directly upon the Con- 
stitution by which they are to be governed. We 
do not propose now to Uke any part in the con- 
troversy going on between the Northern and 
Southern wings of the dominant party as to 
whether Congress shall reject the petition for ad- 
mission into tiie Union of the Kansas Conven- 
tion, unless the Constitution is first submitted to 
the people; but we do undertake to show that 
the Democratic party North and South are 
pledged that the people of Kansas, — not a Con 
zention elected by a handful of the voters of that 
Territory— but that the residents of Kansas shall, 
in their primary capacity, determine what shall be 
the institutions of the State uuder whose laws 
they are to live. 

Democrats north and south endorsed the Cin 
cinnati platform, and pledged themselves to car- 
ry out its principles. But if the Convention which 
adopted that platform had sought to administer 
a severe rebuke against such a disingenuous mode 
of taking the sense '"of the people of Kansas" as 
that about which the country is now being agitat- 
ed, they could n«t have found better or stronger 
terms to point out their condemnation of the sub- 
terfuge to which the Convention has resorted 
than those contained in the following resolution 
with reference to the rights of the Territories: 

"Resolved. That we recognise the right of the 
people of all the Territories, including Kansas 
and Nebraska, aCing through the fairly kxtressfd 
f not lit pcifd will of the majority of actual rest 
dents, ;ind whenever the number of their inhabit 
ants justifies it, to form a Constitution, v.ith or 
without domestic slavery, and to be admitted into 
the Union upon terms of perfect equality with the 
other States." 

Equ illy explicit and to the same purport, as it 
seems to us. is the language of President Bu- 
chanan's instructions to Gov. Walker under this 
head. From those instructions we quote the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

"The regular Legislature of the Territory hav- 
ing authorized the assembling of a Convention 
to frame a Constitution, to be accepted or reject 
ed by Congress, under the provision of the Fed- 
• eral Constitution, the people of Kansas have the 
right to be protected in the peaceful election of 
delegates for such a purpose, Maflaf such authori- 
ty, and the Convention itself i. M a right tosimi 
lar protection in the opportunity for tranquil and 
undisturbed deliberation When such a Consti 
tution shall be submitted to the people of the 
Territory they must be protected in the exercise 
of their right of voting for or against that instru- 
ment, and the fair expression of the p< pular wiilmust 
not be interrupted by fraud or violence." • 

The President, it will be seen, was far from 
; or approving the partial theory of sub 



supposed that the Constitution, if submitted to 

the people at all, would be subject to their re- 
jection as well as ratification, in whole as well 

as in part. When the President's instructions to 
Gov. Walker were announced they were hailed 
with delight by these Southern Democrats, and 
again did tbey applaud 0M doctrine of p^ Am 
suffrage. Gov. W-.'ker upon arriving in Kans s 
immediately proceeded to obey his instructions 
to Ifcfl letter, but no sooner was their practical ef- 
fect discovered by the pro slavery zealots than 
he was assailed with the most bitter vitupc .ion 
and slang, notwithstanding they continued to 
praise the Chief Executive whose instrument he 
was. The subjoined extracts from his inaugural 
address will suffice to show what were the o'in 
ions of Gov. Walker upon the subject in dispute 
when he first acceded to the Gubernatorial Chair 
of Kansas. 

"I repeat, then, as my clear conviction, that 
unless the Convention submit the constitu 'r^n to 
the vole of all the actual resident settlers of 
K uisas, aud the election b< fairly and justly con- 
ducted, the constitution will be and ought to be. re- 
jected by Congress." 

Similar is the following language, which 
he held in his address to the citizens of To- 
peka: 

"For myself, I wish to overlook the past and 
look forward to a better and brighter lutuie. 
That Territorial Legislature has, in respect to 
the authority over this question, been recognised 
l.y the acts of Congress of l?5band 1857. That 
Legislature has called a Convention to assemble 
in September next. The constitution they will 
or they will not submit to the vote of the majori- 
ty of the then actual r •?ideni -ettlers of Kansas. 
If they do not thus sulmiit it, I will join you, fel 
low citizens, in lawful opposition to their course. 
[Cries of 'good,' and cheers.] And I cannot 
doubt gentlemen, that one much higher than 1. 
the Chief Magistrate of the Union, will join you 
in opposition. 

"But. gentlemen, for myself, I canuot doubt 
that ill. it Convention will submit such an instru- 
ment as they may frame for the adopi'en or re- 
jection of the wfiole people of Kansas, to all who 
now are or theu may be aeiual bona fide resident 
-'ettlers of the Territory of Kansas. Then, at 
that time, and in pursuance of the method desig 
natco i»v ihe laws of your country, by the instruc- 
tions of the Chief Magistrate of the Union, who 
w as placed liieie by the people., and swc;n by them 
to execute the laws, I do not eutertain a doubt 
but that that Convention will submit to the whole 
of tiie then bona tide settlers of Kansas the de 
termination for themselves, by an actual majority 
ot the whole people, whritier they shall adopt or 
reject that constitution. If ihey rrject it. there is 
an end of that Conor nlion. h has performed its 
office.

"What next, you ask, gentlemen? There are 
two other exits from the ^difficulty, and, as the 
piestion is a practical one, 1 propose to answ er 
it. In October next, not under the act of the 
lata Territorial Legislature, but under the laws 
of Congress, you, the whole people of Kansas, 
have a right to elect a delegate to Congress and 
H elect a Territorial Legislature; and thi iu^h 
that Legislature you can speak your views, mhI 
instruct them either to call a new Convention to 
submit a new constitution for the consideration of 
the people, or they can instruct their delegate to 
Congress, chosen by a majority of their own 
voles, to ask Congress to pass a law authorizing 
the people of Kansas to form a State constitution 
for themselves. It is quite certain, gentlemen, 
that in this mode there is in any event a peaceful, 
tranquil, quiet exit from all the embarrassments 
and difficulties by which you arc surrounded, and 
that the time is rapidly coming, if it bat not al- 
ready arrived, when the rule of justice and the 
people shall prevail in Kansas. [Cheers.]" 

We think we have fully established what we 
set out to prove, that the Democratic patty are 
pledged beyond redemption to see that the poo 
pie of Kansas shall have no other constitution 
than one accepted by themselves.

Death of Jamks'G. Birnky. — James G. Birney 
died on Tuesday evening last, at his residence at 
Eagleswood, near Perth Amboj, N. J. Mr. Bir 
ney was born in 1793 at Danville, Ky. His father 
was a native of Ireland. His mother was an 
Ameiican lady, of the name of Reed, celebrated 
for her beauty and accomplishment*. Mr. Bir- 
ney, after passing through his collegiate st idii-. 
entered the law office of Mr. Dallas, in IMaM 
nhia. In 1814 he commenced the practice ol law 
in his native State, and when only twenfy two 
was elected a member of the Legisi:>»ure. He 
then married, and shortly alter emigi d to Ala- 
bama, where he became a planter and Mm owner 
of slaves. He was soon chosen a member of the 
Alabama Legislature, but soon, however, got 
tired of Alabama, and returned tohis native State. 
He there began to give practical effect to his 
strong anti -slavery sentiments, and in MLN made 
a deed of emancipation for the six slaves he 
brought with him from Alabama. Not content 
with this, he proposed starting an anti slavery 
newspaper in Kentucky, but not finding a printer 
hold enough to undertake the mechanical arrange- 
ments he commenced the publication in Ohio. 
On the death of his father, Mr. Birney liberated 
and made a comfortable provision for all tin 
slaves on the paternal estate. After the death of 
his first wife, he married a sister in law of the 
Hon. Gcrritt Smith, a lady of the Fitzhugh fami- 
ly. In 1844 Mr. Birney was brought forward a- 
a candidate for the Presidency by the "Liberty 
Party," and received some 62,000 votes. After 
this contest he retired from public life, for the 
excitement of which his health for ihe last 12 years 
entirely unfitted him.
